‘Former Soldier Tells of Meeting | 


Pershing and French President 


NEW YORK, March 23.—(NANA) 
The full story of how he showed Gen- 
eral Pershing and President and Mme. 
Poincare the sights of war-torn Sam- 


pbisny on a pleasant morning in Sep- 


tember. 1918, was told tonight by 
Louis H. Miller, once an artillery com- 
pany supply sergeant and now a man- 
ufacturer of ladies’ ready-to-wear, who 
lives in a comfortable apartment on 
West End avenue in this city. 

Although the incident as told by 
General Pershing in the installment 
of his memoirs published on March 18 
has resulted in many rather emotional 
letters from men who had served in 
France and found the account hard to 
believe, to Sergeant Miller the experi- 
ence remains merely an _ interesting 
basis for. his belief that “somtimes 
some generals are human.” 

General Pershing’s story of the inci- 
dent tells how he accompanied Presi- 
dent and Mme. Poincare on a visit to 
their destroyed. country house on the 
outskirts of Sampigny. Leaving the 
house they walked through the streets 
of the town. 

“As we strolled about,” 
Pershing wrote, “two American artil- 
lerymen whose brigade happened to 
be billeted in the village came forward, 
and when I told them who the vis- 
itors were, they seemed to regard my 
remarks as an introduction, and both 
walked up and warmly shook hands 
with President and Mme.

I have 
talked to her, her mother has talked to her, but it does 
no good. Sometimes she seems very repentant. She goes 
off as though she were going to a neighbor's house and 
stays for three or four days. Oftentimes we do not know 
where she is. I have urged her to associate with the 
- right sort of le but she insists on spending her time 
with boys ad girls whom her parents do not approve. I 
have about decided to give up the struggle and take a 

chance on the outcome. What should I “a “on 


ANSWER: 

Sometimes a parent’s love is blind and cannot 
see what the community is quick to see: signs of 
mental or moral deficiency. If such is the case 
with your daughter you should have some expert 
help in dealing with her before she has ruined her 
whole life and disgraced her family. There are 
expert social workers and students who can tell 
you if this is the case with your daughter. Write 
to the social welfare department of your state at 
. your state capital and ask them to send you litera- 
ture on the subject. You may read what is printed and possibly get 
some light on the trouble. If you are convinced that there is something 
abnormal in your daughter’s make-up then you can proceed to make 
plans to put her in some institution that will deal with her kind of a 
case. 


£ 
This may sound drastic but it is not necessarily so. The facts are that 
you and her mother cannot control her. She is at the age when something 
dreadful may happen to her and if she insists on associating with improper 
young people the chances are, ten to one, that something will happen. No 
parent can sit by and see a child spoiling her opportunity for future happiness 
without agonizing over it. But agonizing does no good unless+it is accom- 

panied by action. 


Try to be patsent and sympathetic with her. The critical attitude 
toward her faults and foiblés will drive her further, and faster away 
from you. Often the most headstrong require the gentlest treatment, 
though their conduct doesn’t invite it. 


This is the day of the expert and the social expert is doing a great service 
to the state. No doubt there is some sympathetic social worker in, or near, 


old method of praying over the wayward is all well and good but it must be 


‘accompanied by some practical measures to get at the root of the wayward- 
'ness and to give some paliative or remedy for the cause of it. 


Don’t give up the struggle. It is your duty to see the matter 
through. A sixteen-year-old girl who feels that her parents have de- 
spaired of her has no check whatever. Pretend to some faith in her, 
even if it must be only a pretense. We try, the weakest of us, to live 
up to the faith our loved ones have in us.

MRS. HOOVER THANKS 
WOMEN OF NATION 


Speaks Over Radio of Girl 
Scout’s Report on Un- 
employment. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(/)— 
The first lady of the land tonight 
delivered over the air to the women 
of America the thanks of those who 
have been aided by unemployment re- 
lief efforts, | 

“Eloquent I cannot be,” said Mrs. 
Hoover, “but I do rejoice in passing 
on to you, girls and women of Amer- 
icc, the word that what you have 
done for those who have suffered in- 
nocently this year is borne in ever af- 
fectionate and understanding mem- 
ory.’ 

Mrs. Hoover spoke into a National 
Broadcasting Company microphone 
placed in the president's study, once 
the workroom of President Lincoln. 
Her address was delivered under. the 
auspices of the women’s division of 
the president's emergency committee 
for employment. It was her fourth 
radio speech since her husband came 
to the White House. 

The broadcast was opened with de- 
livery by two Girl Scouts to Mrs. 
Hoover, honorary president of that 
organization, of a report upon its work 
in helping alleviate unemployment. 

Lois Kuhn, member of a Girl Scout 
troop of Bethesda, Md.,.spoke briefly 
of Girl Scout activities and aims in 
employment work, With her was 
Peggy Starr, another scout. 

“Peggy Starr and Lois Kuhn of the 
Girl Scouts,” Mrs. Hoover began, “I 
am very glad that as your honorary 
president it has fallen to my lot to 
receive from vou this report of the 
‘activities of the Girl Scouts during 
this period of drouth and unemploy- 
ment and consequent want. 

“The great band of 250,000 active 
Girl Seouts, with the other 250,000 
or more who have been Girl Scouts 
but who have now grown beyond the 
age of active membership, shows a 
typical cross section of the women 
and girls of the United States... . 

“So the Girl Scouts but represent 
the girls and women of this country 
in meeting and to a large degree over- 
coming the threatening disaster of this 
national situation.” 

Mrs. Hoover said ‘the president de- 
| sired to express at a later time his ap- 
'preciation of the work done through 
‘the women’s division of his emergency

The statement that the Soviet Union 
has already more than doubled the 
industrial output of pre-war Russia 


tual achievement. 

Comparisons with pre-war times 
slur over the significant fact that 
a period of ruthless material déstruc- 
tion intervened, 

The* soviet regime really started 
from Nadir, Tsarist industry having | 
been reduced to ruins by a prolonged | 
war, civil war and intervention. 

The two-fold production is therefore 
not merely half new; it is all new. 

More than half a decade of effort 
went into retrieving the shattered in- 
dustrial inventory inherited from the 
past. Not until October, 1928—with 
the launching of the five-year plan— 
was the advance into new industriali- 
zation begun. | 

Production Expands. 

The first year of that plan saw 
an expansion of production by 
23 1-2 per cent, so considerably above | 
the planned increase that it gave rise | 
to a demand for the compression of | 
the five-year plan into four years. 

The second year. with a 25 per cent 
headway on the first, again exceeded | 
the original plan, but fell behind the. 
revised five-in-four program. That 
contracted program was not abandoned 
but the chances of its success were 
weakened. 

The kremlin decreed a “special | 
quarter,” the last three months of 
1930, to make up the margin of fail- 
ures. When that expedient failed, 
the government proceeded to make

Statistics Give Hint. 
Statistics, however, can only hint 
at the reality of released energy 
which is transforming this country 
from day to day. The fever of con- 
struction must be seen and felt. 
Everywhere new buildings are shoot- 
ing up. Waste regions have sugden- 
New towns and cities 
break steppe horizons never before 
puncture by anything more imposing 
than a straw-thatched cottage. 


Culturally the achievements of the 
first two years were also impressive. 
Illiteracy has been reduced by half; 
about 70 per cent of the people can 
read and write where only 30 could 
before the revolution. Universal ele- 
mentary education has been adopted 
as an immediate goal and millions of 
children have already been enrolled in 
newly organized schools. 


The millions of clubs, libraries, eve- 
ning schools, hospitals are only a few 
of the channels for reaching the peo- 
ple. The important fact is that an 
effort is being made to reach them.
